An  atom-powered  propellsr-driven  bomber  capable  of  cruising  at  600  miles  per 
hour  and  having  a range  of  56,000  statute  miles  could  be  available  by  I960,  according 
to  an  article  in  the  July  l5  issue  of  American  Aviation  Magazineo 

Such  a bomber,  -which  would  weigh  327,000  pounds  on  take~off,  would  be  powered 
by  four  closed^cycle  steam-driven  turbo-^prop  engines  utilizing  nuclear  energy  as  a 
heat  sourceo 

The  article  is  the  result  of  a design  study  prepared  by  the  engineering  and 
design  staff  of  the  magazine  from  unclassified  sources  to  give  its  readers  a better 
grasp  of  the  potentialities  of  nuclear  energy  and  its  application  to  aircraft  propul- 
sion « 

The  article  answers  three  basic  questions  about  the  interim  atom-plane j When 
will  we  have  it?  What  will  it  do?  How  wrill  it  work? 

A i960  date  was  established  on  an  estimate  of  power  plan  availability  and  on 
estimates  of  how  long  will  be  reauired  to  solve  the  chief  engineering  problems  which 
will  be  encountered  in  adapting  nuclear  energy  to  aircraft  propulsiono

Administrators  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration's  seven  regions  were 
instructed  to  day  to  make  a survey  of  non-air  carrier  aviation  facilities  in  their 
respective  regions  that  might  be  useful  or  reouired  in  connection  vdth  partial  or 
full  mobilization  of  the  nation's  resources© 

Wiley  Wright,  director  of  aviation  development,  told  the  administrators  it  is 
a matter  of  "extreme  urgenpy"  that  they  initiate  the  survey  immediately  and  expedite 
it  as  much  as  possible©  An  Augxxst  21  deadline  has  been  set  for  collecting  and  tabu- 
lating the  desired  information  and  forwarding  it  by  air  mail  to  Civil  Aeronautics 
Administrator  Do  Wo  Rentzel© 

CAA  field  personnel  will  do  most  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  survey,  vdth 
assistance  from  the  National  Aviation  Trades  Association  and  the  National  Association 
of  State  Aviation  Officials©  Ini’ormabxon  will  be  collected  on  such  diverse  items  as; 
A&E  mechanic  personnel,  shop  facilities,  hangar  space,  gasoline  storage  facilities^ 
eiinbu.lance  planes,  and  aircraft  available  for  messenger  services  and  search  and  rescue 
missions© 

The  survey  is  similar  tn  scope  to  the  one  proposed  last  fall  which  subsequently 
was  pigeonholed  because  of  CAA  budget  limitations  and  conflicts  of  opinion  as  to  who 
would  do  the  job  and  how  it  would  be  done© 

When  the  Aviation  Development  Advisory  Committee  last  week  recommended  that  such 
a survey  be  made.  Administrator  Rentzel  agreed  that  the  changed  world  situation 
warranted  its  immediate  initiation©.
